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The  Kind  of  Hope  That  Accompanies  Spring 


The  1972  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Education 
Program  wiU  be  “for  all  of  us  who  are  currently 
young”  — young  enough  to  learn  from  one 
another  and  to  let  our  lives  speak  in  the  care  of 
each  other. 

The  main  emphasis  will  be  the  continuous 
development  of  insight  regarding: 

— The  faith  and  practice  of  Friends  (master- 
ing the  skills  of  functioning  like  a Friend  in 
Meetings  for  Worship  and  Business,  in  service 
and  personal  living:  becoming  aware,  self-respon- 
sible  and  self-directing  in  behavior,  resolving  con- 
flicts, making  decisions,  finding  “other  ways,” 
being  vulnerable  to  new  insights,  etc.) 

— Ecology  (becoming  initiated  in  the  inter- 
relationships of  our  environment  through  obser- 
vation reflected  in  wonder). 

— Extending  relations  with  China  (the  avail- 
ability of  the  Seavers,  Stuart  Innerst,  Van  Ernst 
and  others  makes  an  occasion  for  the  study  of 
Chinese  art,  philosophy  and  language). 

Growth  and  interest  centers  are  planned  for 
(1)  the  nursery  and  the  young  child;  (2)  drama, 
music,  dance,  art  and  meditation;  (3)  crafts  of 
all  kinds  alternating  with  trips  and  tours;  (4)  in- 
teract discussions  on  education  and  schooling 
alternating  with  discussions  on  vocations  and 
hfe-styles;  (5)  family,  group,  and  individual  re- 
creation and  team  sports;  (6)  after  supper  sing- 
ing, music  groups,  and  film  programs;  (7)  morn- 
ing worship-fellowship  groups  planned  by  and 
for  the  young. 

Volunteers  are  needed  in  each  of  these  interest 
centers  to  work  with  age  groups  1-5,  6-9,  10-12, 
13-15.  Junior  Friends  and  Young  Friends  have 
shown  interest  in  working  with  younger  children. 
All  Friends  are  encouraged  to  volunteer  their 
skills  and  interests. 

A flexible  flow  chart  will  insure  that  the  same 
staff  will  be  responsible  to  provide  continuity 
throughout  the  morning  for  each  age  group,  at 
the  same  time  permitting  a variety  of  small- 
group  activity  choices  during  the  morning,  after- 
noon and  evening  periods.  Volunteers  will  work 
only  one  period  each  day,  unless  they  choose  to 
spend  more  time.  Families  are  encouraged  to 


join  other  families  with  their  children  during 
planned  afternoon  crafts,  sports,  trips  and  nature 
expeditions.  Next  month’s  Friends  Bulletin  will 
give  more  specific  details,  based  on  the  response 
Friends  make  to  this  appeal. 

I hope  with  the  kind  of  hope  that  accom- 
panies Spring  that  Friends  will  see  their  opportun- 
ity to  serve  the  Society  in  the  care  of  the  young.

Each  group  is  made  up  of  people  from  dif- 
ferent meetings,  so  that  although  small  it  pro- 
vides a cross  section  in  terms  of  age,  ideas  and 
areas.  As  one  Friend  commented,  “A  micro- 
cosm of  the  Meeting  family.” 

Worship-Fellowship  is  so  many  things  to  so 
many  different  people  and  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  it  will  be  ^ the  rich,  rewarding,  wonderful 
things  that  we  know  it  can  be.  We  do  know 
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that  W-F  will  provide  an  opportunity  for  the 
newcomer  to  find  a place  and  oldtimers  to  meet 
new  people;  it  will  provide  a chance  to  develop 
your  own  skills  and  to  help  others  develop 
theirs  in  reaching  out  to  the  light  in  other 
people  in  a group  that  has  already  come  together 
in  its  search. 

Worship-Fellowship  Committee 

COLLEGE  PARK 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  at  its  90th 
session,  at  Palo  Alto  Meetinghouse  on  January  29, 
1972,  approved  sponsoring  a voyage  of  the  sail- 
boat Phoenix  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Diego, 
timed  to  arrive  during  the  Republican  Convention. 

Santa  Cruz  Meeting  brought  to  Quarterly  its 
concern  that  the  Phoenix  make  the  voyage,  bear- 
ing statements  and  petitions  from  citizens.  The 
plan  is  for  the  vessel  to  have  a permanent  crew, 
of  four  people,  with  an  “honorary  crewman” 
to  be  taken  aboard  at  each  port  and  exchanged 
for  a new  honorary  member  at  the  next  port. 
The  boat  would  put  in  at  each  port  between 
San  Francisco  and  San  Diego. 

CPQM  contributed  $100  to  the  project.  Earle 
Reynolds  will  form  a committee. 

Betsy  Eberhardt  reported  that  $258  had  been 
received  for  Pakistani  refugees  and  spoke  of 
plans  for  a Walk  for  Refugees  with  various  high 
schools.  She  will  act  as  liaison  between  Quarter- 
ly Meeting  and  AFSC  to  coordinate  efforts. 

.The  CPQM  Peace  Committee  asked  Monthly 
Meeting  to  continue  considering  telephone  tax 
refusal  as  well  as  tax  refusal  in  general. 

Louise  Aldrich  presented  an  open  letter  to 
the  women  of  North  Vietnam,  prepared  by  WILPF, 
which  will  be  taken  to  the  Paris  peace  talks. 
CPQM  approved  circulation  of  the  letter,  which 
disavows  U.S.  government  policies,  for  signatures 
by  women. 

Quarterly  Meeting  approved  recommendations 
of  the  Quarter’s  Social  Order  Committee  that 
CPQM  become  a member  of  the  Coalition  to 
End  the  Death  Penalty  and  that  the  Clerk  fill 
out  the  paper  pledging  Quarterly  Meeting  support 
of  the  rally  at  Grace  Cathedral  and  that  the 
Quarter  allocate  $50  to  the  Coalition.  The  Quar- 
ter also  approved  Bob  Leidigh  as  its  representa- 
tive to  the  Coalition  steering  committee.

M&O  Report 


Ministry  and  Oversight  was  given  by  Repre- 
sentative Committee  the  responsibility  of  con- 
sidering the  problem  of  homosexuality  as  it  con- 
cerns Friends.  M&O  is  not  clear  what  advices 
can  or  should  be  given  to  Friends  and  has  found 
that  the  individual  meetings  and  members  are 
similarly  unclear.  In  the  reports  that  M&O  has 
received  from  Meetings  there  is  an  undercurrent 
of  disunity  on  certain  aspects  of  homosexuality. 

There  is  general  unity  on  the  subject  of  legal 
and  social  discrimination.  Legal,  economic  and 
social  sanctions  against  homosexuals  based  purely 
on  sexual  behavior  run  counter  to  the  beliefs 
that  Friends  have  held  dear.  Our  distress  at 
society’s  attitudes  and  actions  against  homosex- 
uals is  much  the  same  as  our  concern  for  blacks, 
Indians,  Chicanos  and  every  individual.  I would 
hope  that  the  Social  Order  Committee  could 
support  action  in  this  area. 

Friends  are  still  very  unsettled  with  homo- 
sexuality, however,  and  we  cannot  find  unity 
on  problems  that  concern  the  homosexual’s  re- 
lationship with  the  Society.  Questions  of  mem- 
bership, marriage  and  adoption  by  homosexuals 
arouse  strong  and  divergent  sentiments,  and  we 
have  not  been  able  to  find  a basis  in  the  Light 
and  our  Quaker  heritage  which  will  lead  to  a 
complete  understanding  and  a unity  of  feeling. 
Although  I do  not  expect  that  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  Friends  will  be  able  to  formulate  a 
statement  in  the  near  future,  we  do  need  to 
consider  the  sources  of  our  uneasiness  and  the 
sources  of  the  anxiety  and  distress  felt  by  our 
homosexual  members.  The  following  excerpts  from 
Paul  Seaver  may  enlighten  the  way  a bit: 

“George  Fox’s  discovery  was  that  “there  is 
One,  even  Christ  Jesus,  that  can  speak  to  thy  con- 
dition” and,  having  made  that  discovery,  George 
Fox’s  concern  was  to  turn  men  from  form  and 
creed  to  reality  and  life:  T was  sent  to  turn 
people  from  darkness  to  the  light  that  they 
might  receive  Christ  Jesus,  for  to  as  many  as 
should  receive  Him  in  His  light,  I saw  He  would 
give  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God.’ 

“Friends  have  always  believed  that  this  mes- 
sage about  the  light  was  meant  not  for  Jew 
or  Gentile,  not  for  Black  or  White  only,  but 
for  all  mankind.  Our  faith  in  the  universal  pos- 
session or  presence  of  the  Inner  Light  is  the 
basis  of  our  conviction  about  the  inherent  dignity 
and  value  of  every  human  soul  and  therefore 
of  our  belief  in  the  equality  of  all  men.  Our 
experience  of  the  Inner  Light  has  also  led  us 
to  believe  in  the  personal  revelation  of  God’s 
nature  and  will:  All  truth  is  not  locked  up 
finally  in  Scripture,  but  the  Holy  Spirit  speaks 
directly  to  all  who  seek  it. 


“Given  the  fact  that  many  of  the  historical 
leadings  and  concerns  of  Friends  have  led  to 
modes  and  patterns  of  behavior  that  have  been 
regarded  and  treated  as  deviant  by  the  larger 
society  in  which  Friends  have  found  themselves, 
we  ought  perhaps  to  be  particularly  sensitive 
to  the  possibility  that  homosexuality  is  neither 
a crime  nor  a disease  but  simply  another  way 
that  people  relate  to  each  other,  and  one,  there- 
fore, that  must  be  judged  by  the  same  standards 
we  bring  to  bear  on  all  human  relationships: 
Is  the  relationship  entered  into  responsibly?  Is 
respect  paid  to  the  needs  of  the  other?  Is  the 
other  treated  as  an  object  to  be  manipulated 
or  exploited  or  as  an  equal  child  of  the  hght 
to  be  respected  and  cherished  in  love?” 

M&O  is  still  uncertain  where  we  will  go  from 
here.  We  will  be  summarizing  the  minutes  and 
messages  from  Meetings  and  Friends  when  we 
feel  that  we  can.  We  will  share  what  we  have 
through  a mailing  to  the  Meetings  and  perhaps 
through  an  interest  group  at  Yearly  Meeting.

EASTER  MESSAGE 

Easter  has  a special  significance  for  me  this 
year  with  its  implication  of  New  Beginnings, 
triumph  of  life  over  death,  good  over  evil,  joy 
over  pain.  For  the  first  time  in  my  life  I thought 
of  sending  out  Easter  cards,  to  share  with  some 
close  ones  my  experience  of  joy. 

When  I lived  in  Guatemala,  I was  bothered 
by  the  Catholic  emphasis  on  the  Crucifixion, 
with  only  negligible  interest  in  the  Resurrection. 
Now  it  seems  to  me  that  our  own  Protestant 
emphasis  on  the  Resurrection,  with  only  negli- 
gible interest  in  the  Crucifixion,  is  also  incorrect. 
It  comes  to  me  that  only  by  letting  ourselves 
feel  Christ’s  pain  on  the  cross,  the  pain  of  all 
those  who  suffer,  our  own  pain  as  well,  can 
we  really  experience  the  triumphant  joy  of  the 
Resurrection  — the  New  Beginning.  We  have  to 
feel  the  grief,  the  loss,  the  pain,  to  really  ex- 
perience the  joy. 

When  I was  working  in  San  Francisco  last 
year,  I used  to  walk  by  a bookstore  which  had 
in  its  window  the  poster  which  said:  “Today  is 
the  beginning  of  the  rest  of  my  life.”  That 
said  a lot  to  me  then  as  now.  Any  day  can 
be  a New  Beginning.  But  first  we  have  to  ex- 
perience the  pain.

Mexico  City  Meeting 
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Arrangements  for  Yearly  Meeting 


Yearly  Meeting  1972  will  again  be  held  on  the 
campus  of  St.  Mary’s  College  near  Moraga,  Calif., 
a suburb  about  twelve  miles  east  of  Oakland.  St. 
Mary’s  is  a Catholic  school  operated  by  the 
Christian  Brothers.  Because  of  congestion  in  the 
growing  cities,  the  Brothers  moved  the  college 
from  San  Francisco  in  1889  to  Oakland,  and  in 
1928  to  its  present  site.  Most  major  buildings 
on  the  compact,  mission-styled  campus  were  con- 
structed' in  that  year.  Since  then,  St.  Albert  Hall 
Library,  five  resident  halls,  kitchen  and  dining 
facilities  have  been  added  and  older  dormitories 
are  being  renovated.  The  college  became  co- 
educational in  1970. 

We  will  enjoy  the  use  of  most  of  the  campus 
facilities  we  have  had  in  the  past.  The  little 
theatre  was  removed  to  make  way  for  the  college 
union  which  will  be  under  construction  during 
PYM.  Walks  between  areas  we’ll  be  using  are 
short  and  for  the  most  part  level,  with  a few 
steps.  Recreational  facilities  include:  a gym  for 
games  and  dancing,  an  indoor  swimming  pool, 
tennis  and  volleyball  courts,  many  lawns,  an 
amphitheatre,  and  hills  for  hiking.  There  is  a 
snack  bar  — “the  brick  pile”  — in  De  La  Salle. 
The  National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews 
will  be  on  the  campus  at  the  same  time  as 
PYM  for  a conference  with  60-80  participants 
which  will  include  high  school,  college  age  and 
adults.  They  will  be  housed  in  De  La  Salle  and 
we  will  be  sharing  some  facilities  with  them.

and  seats,  i.e.,  equipment  such  as  tables,  pro- 
jectors, sports  equipment,  you  name  it  ...  go 
now  and  do  likewise.

INFORMATION  - Sex,  Age,  and  School  Grade  are  used  for  statistical  purposes 
as  well  as  to  attain  a varied  grouping  in  Early  Morning  Program  assign- 
ments, sleeping  accomodations  for  those  sharing  a room  with  a non-family 
person,  and  for  assigning  young  attenders  to  youth  programs. 

Early  Morning  Programs  meet  from  8:30  A.  M.  to  9:45  A.  M.  daily.  Worship 
Fellowship  Groups  combine  discussion  with  silent  worship.  Unprogrammed 
Worship  is  a daily  silent  meeting.  Junior  High  Dialogs  are  designed  for 
students  who  will  be  in  grades  7 through  9 in  September  1972.  Junior 
High  students  may  sign  up  for  other  Early  Morning  Programs,  but  other  age 
groups  may  not  attend  Junior  High  Dialog  except  as  a group  leader. 

Accomodations  at  St  Mary’s  consist  of  room  combinations  with  connecting 
baths.  Most  rooms  have  two  beds.  Sheets  and  pillow  cases  will  be  avail- 
able, and  a limited  number  of  blankets.  Augustine  Hall  has  not  yet  been 
reconditioned,  and  will  be  used  for  the  High  School  Dorm  on  its  two  lower 
floors.  Dorm  monitors  will  be  assigned  on  the  basis  of  one  for  every  ten 
High  School  Dorm  registrants.  College  age  students  may  elect  assignment 
on  the  top  two  floors.  Only  those  registrants  who  will  be  in  grades  10 
through  12  in  September  1972  may  be  assigned  to  the  High  School  Dorm. 
Persons  wishing  to  volunteer  as  High  School  Dorm  monitors  whould  contact 
Barbara  and  Ed  Janoe,  2517  E 20th,  Portland,  OR  97212,  and  check  ’’High 
School  Dorm"  for  housing  wishes.  Camping  will  be  in  the  eucalyptus 
grove  as  before,  with  additional  camping  available  between  Justin,  Mitty, 
and  Aquinas  Halls  for  those  wishing  to  be  near  the  children's  facilities. 
Names  of  those  registering  for  camping  will  be  forwarded  to  the  camping 
arrangements  chairman. 

School  Grade  is  the  criteria  for  assignment  to  youth  programs.  All  stu- 
dents registering  will  be  placed  in  a program  appropriate  to  their 
September  1972  grade  in  school  unless  the  parent  indicates  an  exception 
below.  Those  below  6th  grade  will  be  placed  in  a childrens  program;  those 
in  grades  6 through  9 in  a Junior  High  School  Program;  those  in  grades  9 
through  12  in  the  High  School  Program;  and  those  under  grade  1 in  child- 
care. Please  note  that  students  in  grade  9 may  choose  between  the  Junior 
High  Program  and  the  High  School  Program.  Place  a check  mark  in  the  column 
selecting  the  desired  program.  In  the  event  no  check,  is  made,  the  student 
will  be  placed  in  the  Junior  High  School  Program.

RATES  AND  CHARGES  - Charges  are  based  on  attendance  for  the  5-day  period 
beginning  with  supper  on  Saturday,  August  12  through  lunch  Thursday 
August  17;  or  the  4-day  period  beginning  with  lunch  Sunday,  August  13 
through  lunch  on  Thursday,  August  17,  plus  a registration  fee. 


Registration  Fees  are  $1.00  for  children  age  three  through  grade  2,  and 
$2.50  for  all  other  persons.  Children  below  age  three  will  not  be 
assessed  charges  of  any  kind.  Day  attenders  who  are  attending  for  less 
than  four  days  are  charged  a registration  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  per  pterson 
for  each  day  in  attendance.  Registration  fees  are  in  addition  to  charges 
for  room  and  board  and  family  maximum. 

Room  and  Board  Charges  for  registrants  attending  for  five  days  are  $46.00 
per  person  to  a maximum  of  $230.00  per  family  group.  For  those  attending 
for  four  days,  the  room  and  board  charges  are  $39.00  per  person  to  a 
maximum  of  $195.00  per  family  group.  Sponsored  Junior  Friends  may  not 
be  counted  as  a part  of  a family  group  when  computing  the  family  maximum. 
Only  those  who  customarily  live  as  a household  may  be  considered  in 
calculating  family  maximum  charges.  Generally,  occupants  of  dormitory 
rooms  will  be  charged  both  room  and  board. 

Camping  Charges  are  $5.00  per  person  to  a maximum  of  $20.00  per  family 
group  regardless  of  length  of  stay. 

Campers  and  Day  Attenders  must  purchase  meals  for  the  entire  period,  or 
for  specific  meals,  in  advance  of  registration  at  St.  Marys.  Meal 
charges  for  specific  meals  ate:  Breakfast  - $1.25,  Lunch  - $1.75,  and 
Dinner/Supper  - $2.50.  Meals  for  five  days  may  be  purchased  for  $25.00 
or  all  meals  for  four  days  may  be  purchased  for  $21.50.  An  additional 
lunch  is  included  in  the  four-day  package. 

A Deposit  of  $10.00  per  registrant  is  requested  with  your  registration 
form.  As  soon  as  the  form  is  received,  charges  will  be  figured,  and  a 
confirming  copy  sent  you.  This  will  let  you  know  that  we  have  your 
registration,  and  tell  you  the  amount  due  upon  registration  at  Dante  Hall.
